" One of the curious and incom- 
prehensible things to the public in 
general in regard to theatrical people 
is the manner in which they commit 
their parts lo memory," said a well- 
known actor and manager to a 
Philadelphia JKtmm reporter. 

" Only the other day a promi- 
nent man said to me, • 'I'll,! 
act of studying and remember 
nig parts of plays has always seemed 
to me to be a most notable and Labori- 
ous accomplishment. ' Well.it may 
not he so very uolnble. but it is un- 
doubtedliy in ninny cases extremely 
laborious, There are, howevei', 
Dlany exceptions. Some people are 
able to learn their parts with rapidity 
and ease. I have seen some profes- 
sional people lake hold of a part when 
I here was no especial need of mem- 
orizing it in n brief space of time, 
mid, after reading it over, learn it 
perfectly in a marvellously short time. 
Il, is not. the hesi actor ■.< ho can mem- 
I he quickest. To some of the 
niosi prominent people on the stage 
the task of committing their parts is 
a hard one. As a manager 1 always 
preferred to have around me people 
to whom this work was difficult 1 
felt surer with them. I knew they 
had a well disciplined memory, and 
when once they had lenr 1 their 



parts they could bo depended upon. 
Hut there are exceptions to all rules. 
I recall an instance of a young actor 
who was in a company 1 had in 
Washington some years ago. He was 
a bright, fellow anil had a, line stage 

appearance, but, he had the most on- 
retentive memory I ever knew. 
When he had, after great labor, learn- 
ed a part, he would often at the criti- 
cal lime forget some of it. At last 
he got discouraged and 1 got dis- 
gusted, and the sequel of the matter 

is that he is now a prosperous farmer 

in Michigan. 

" 1 can always fell an actor's tem- 
perament by the manner in which he 
studies his part. It is fine index -to 
his character. Any one wdio has ever 
seen Irving sludy can attest the truth 
of that assertion. He takes the ut- 
most, pains with every line and word. 
lie weighs every syllable as though 
his life depended upon if. Hi 
dies slowly, not because of any diffi- 
cnlty in memorising, for he was no 
SUCh difficulty, but because be pays 
the same attention to ihe details of 

the lines of the play as he docs to the 
details of the sceneiy. 

" Booth is another actor who was 
most careful in his study, but. it. has 
been so long since he learned a new- 
part that the task would now be a! 
most a, novelty to him. Poor Ned 
Southern was a very interesting actor 
to be seen learning a part. There 
was no; lung slovenly about bis work, 
lie learned easily, but he was aeeus 
Innied to pace up and down the lloor 
of bis room, uttering a line over and 
over again until ho had struck the 
oorreol expression. Hut these efforts 
never created anything artificial in 
him. He wns earnest, and sincere al- 
ways. Fred Warde has a notably 
quiok and retentive memory. I re- 
call an instance illustrative of this. 
Theodore Hamilton wns once engng- 
ed in New York to play Kdnuind in 
" King Lear." Ldwin Booth was 
playing the title role. Late in the 
afternoon Hamilton got sick, and 
sent word that he could not, appear. 
The manager was in a most unpleas- 
ant dilemma, especially as it was the 
opening performance of the engage- 
ment, lie looked about, for some one 

to take Hamilton's place and selected 

Warde, who had been assigned to an 
inferior part. Warde protested that 
he knew practically nothing of the 
part, and he had not sutVieienf time 
in which to study if. The manager, 
however, insisted, and Ward, 
down to work. That night his Ed- 
inuiid was warn ly greeted, lie did 
not miss a word. " I remember one 
night when George Rignold was play- 
ing 'Henry Fifth,' about isrti. in 
Ford's Theatre, in Washington, he 
was taken suddenly ill. The mana- 
ger wns in great trepidation. lie 
didn't know how on earth to 
man in time to play ibis important 
character that, evening until K. K. 
('oilier, who was to strut across (Tie 
Stage as one of the heralds, came for- 
ward and declared he'd till Rignold's 
place. lie said he didn't know the 
part, hut would have it committed to 
memory In time. Some of the com- 
pany laughed at Collier, but the man- 
ager had confidence in the ambitious 
young fellow, and the result of it wns 
that although he had only four hours 
in which to study the part, he made a 
great success. He is high in the pro- 
fession now and dates his vise from 
the night he made Ihe great jump 
from a herald to a, kin: n the

(I. Rogers, an old-timer, was playing 

Bob Acres in the "The Rivals.' He 

got sick and they called on Sam Hem- 
pie, the popular Philadelphia come- 
dian, to take his place.

Thursday morning, the signal of the 
steamer's readiness to start on its re- 
gular trip to Woodland Beach, sixty 
miles down tbo historic Delaware. 
The " Thomas Clyde" is a two deck 
iron steamer, whose appearance 
strikes us as handsome and new, 
though, on inquiry to Captain Key 
bold, it was ascertained that the ves- 
sel is plying the river in its seventh 
year. It is licensed to carry 1,600 
passengers. Next to tho " Republic," 
it is the largest and finest excuasion 
boat on the Delaware River. With 
musk) on board to charm its passerw- 
gers, plenty of refreshments to grati 
fy the " inner man,'' and every con- 
venience for the Safety and comfort of 

the sxeuraioQista, the Clyde is not a 
little popular with pleasure seekers on 
the river. There was a good sprinkling 
of deaf-mutes on the steamer on the 
day mentioned, it being the occasion 
of the Eighth Annual Excursion of 
tho Clerc Literary Association to 
Woodland Beach. However, tho at- 
tendance, we regret to say, was not 
as largo as had been expected.
